To an average American these 
goals may seem simple, indeed, 
but to an Arab or a Jew they 
are seemingly insurmountable. 

These issues, as well as the 
facts underlying them, are de- 
lineated clearly and fairly in a 
recent State Department publica- 
tion entitled "Issues in United 
Slates Foreign Policy." edited by 
a former Deerfield (12th Districts 
resident— John C. Kimball. Mr. 
Kimball who now lives in Wash- 
ington is Senior Editor in the 
Bureau of Public affairs of the 
State Department. .

' According; to the Illinois Stale 
Bar Association, the April 1 cut- 
off means the taxpayer may save 
money by deferring any. major 
personal property purchase until

On Sunday, Feb. 9, 19C9 the 
Lake— Rcglon-Sporls-Cor— Club 
held its annual ice races, at the 
Wing & Fin Lodge near Volo. 

It has been the long-standing 
belief, that while arriving on glare 
ice is potentially dangerous the 
worst component in that danger 
is fear. In order to educate its 
membership in the proper hand- 
ling; of an automobile on Ice, 
these ice races were founded. 

It now stands as history that In 
eight years ' there has been not 
one Injury, no matter how slight, 
and on only about three occasions 
has there been any contact, be- 
tween' cars. These contacts have 
also been of a very minor nature. 
.R must be remembered that this 
is under racing conditions at the 
highest speeds possible on the 
glare ice, sometimes in excess of 
60 miles per hour. . 

If practice makes perfect, the 
record stands for Itself. - 

Early on Sunday morning the 
course is plowed out on' Sullivan 
Lake, a private lake on the prem- 
ises of Wing and Fin Lodge. 
(Driving a car on a public lake 
in Illinois is illegal.) 

Before the cars are entered 
they arc inspected for proper saf- 
ety and running gear, registered, 
and allowed to practice and be 
timed for grid positions in the 
races. In 57 cars running this 
year, only four were equipped 
with studded tires. These ran in 



their own class by. themselves. 
All other' cars ran 'with regular 
strccttlrcs-wlth-no-spoclaUprcp- 
arotion for ice driving. 

After a lunch break, the first 
race begins. The afternoon on 
Sunday saw the running of four 
races of twenty lap duration 
with, again, not one single col- 
lision or hint of injury. 

Trophies, wilt be presented to. 
the winners of , the time triqls 
(morning) and races .(afternoon), 
according to class. Classes are 
determined hy engine size (un- 
der and over 30QD cc piston dis: 
placement) end placement of the 
engine in regards to drive wheels, 
(engine over drive wheels, front, 
and , rear-engine cars). Another 
class is set for the slightly faster 
cars by virtue of their studded 
tires. 

The event is covered by. Insur- 
ance paid for by the entry fees, 
and the trophy money is acquired 
in- the same manner. 

Car timing is very accurate, 
this being done by a well-rehears- 
cd team of timers and scorers. 
Results arc posted immediately 
at the end of the morning and 
afternoon's runnings. 

The largest single proof pro- 
vided by this sport is that the 
most important safety component 
in the automobile, regardless of 
legislation, is still and always the 
driver. It is his judgment and 
experience which moke the car 
safe under those seemingly haz- 
ardous conditions.

"The'Cif izenTXdvisory Commit-" 
lee on Driver Licensing bos pre- 
sented its final report to Secre- 
tary of Stale Paul Powell recom- 
mending 11 major charges in the 
present Drivers License Law. 
• Powell, in accepting the report, 
said the necessary bills will bo 
prepared and presented to the 
current session of the General 
Assembly to give the members 
of that 'body an opportunity to 
consider them. , 

The commillce 'was appointed 
by Secretary Powell about a year 
ago and has spent' eight months 
in studying the present law and 
developing recommendations for 
improvements. The report was 
presented by the committee 
chairman, Matthew C. Siclskl, 
vice president for traffic safety 
of the Chicago Motor Club. 

Among the recommendations 
are: 

1. Recommend persons who 
have successfully completed an 
approved driver education course 
be allowed to practice drive with

2. Recommend any person who 
is enrolling in an approved, driver 
education course" after July 1, 
1970, be 15 years and 0" months 
of age.- After July, 1972, the ago 
limit shall he increased to 10 
years of age. 

3. Recommend the abolish' 
ment -of the notarization of appli- 
cations for drivers license and 
substitute a certification of the

have his license revoked. 

8. Recommend the adoption of 
the Implied Consent jaw. so that 
any person that has been arrest- 
ed for a traffic offense have his 
license suspended Jn event of re- 
fusal to submit' to a chemical 
test to determine the alcoholic 
content of blood.

Loans 
For Vets 

The guarantee of 250,000 G.I. 
home loans' in 1909 is now fore- 
cast by. the Veterans Adminis- 
tration. / 

This is approximately 50,000 
more than the VA estimated be- 
fore the recent increase in the 
maximum FHA-VA home loan in- 
terest rate to Vh per cent. 

Wm. J. Driver, Administrator 
of- Veterans Affairs, said the an- 
ticipated 250,000 loans will go far 
to meet the G. I. Bill' home loan 
benefit requests of recently re- 
turned Vietnam'' era veterans. . . 

"Currently," he said, "approxi- 
mately 25,000 veterans a montii 
arc applying Tor G.I. home loans. 
The overwhelming majority are 
younger veterans who generally 
arc not in a position to meet the 
higher down-payment require- 
ments of most conventional loans. 

"These veterans need and de- 
serve the G.I. home loan program 
with the advantages of small or 
no down payments and long-term 
mortgages," Driver sold. 

The VA head reiterated the Ad- 
ministration's determination to 
, check the splraling of interest 
rates. However, he added, "tho 
first priority had to be to restore 
the competitive value of G.L 
home loan interest rates so. that 
the certificates of loan eligibility 
issued by VA would amount to 
more than mere 'hunting li- 
censes'." • : 

Driver said that In recent 
months the high and ■ increasing 
discount rates charged by lend- 
ers have driven builders and 
owners of existing homes from 
the G. I. home loan market 

"With G.L' home loan interest 
rates again competitive with pri- 
vate financing, rates throughput 
the country, we are hoping to 
provide loans for 50,000 more 
veterans who otherwise would 
havejbecn frozen out of thejiome 
market," he added.'

Pontius Tells 
tanclfillSifes "v~ 
Of Sanitary 

Supervisor Clarence B. Pontius, 
of Vernon Township addressed " 
the monthly meeting of the Lake* 
McHcnry Assessor's Association 
on Thursday, Jan. 23. The sub- 
jeet of his talk was "Sanitary 
Landfill Sites." This Is a topic 
currently being investigated by- 
committees of the County Board, 
of Supervisors. ».' ... 

Pontius said research shows 
that less than. 2 per cent of what 
we call garbage is actually food 
waste, animal, bones or decani; 
poslblc matter. He told ihe as- 
sessors, "most of it is refuse 
which can be defined as 'stuff 
nobody wants'." 

On the subject of land values, 
Pontius says in. some cases In-' . 
volving refuse disposal sites, the 
air space within a pit is sold, 
rather than the land itself. Thus, 
in discussing the value of a pieeo / 
of real estate which could be 
used for a disposal . site, it bet.' 
comes less valuable as the. pit Is' 
filled. However, once completed, 
a sanitary landfill site can be-, 
utilized for other purposes and, 
this could result in the property 
having a higher market value 
since' the land has been re- 
claimed, ,. 

"One problem," Pontius said, 
"is that everybody realizes we 
need refuse disposal sites, but 
nobody wants them near their 
town." He believes a pilot pro*, 
gram,, operated under the best 
possible conditions, would provo 
to the doubters that acceptable/ 
garbage elimination can be 
achieved, and under sanitary or., 
pest-free forms. 

Indirectly referring to a sug- 
gestion made before the County 
Board last month, Pontius saioT 
at this point . he doesn't; think 
government should operate dis- 
posal sites. "This," he said, "is 
a job for private enterprise and 
policed by government."
